Lorpox, Nov. 16.—The following is the 
full text of Prince Gortechakoft’s cireular to 
Baron Breunnow, communicated to Granville 
by Breunnow on the 9th.of November: 

Fallen ZaARKORSCLO, Oct. 9, 1970. 

Baron—The successive alterations which 
the compromises considered to be the foun- 
dation of the equilibrium of Europe have in 
these last years undergone, have obliged the 
Imperial Cabinet to examine the influence on 
the political position of Russia therefrom re- 
sulting. Among these compromises, that 
which interests us most directly, is the treaty 
of the 30th of March, 1856. 

The special convention between the pow- 

ers bordering on the Black Sea annexed to 
this treaty contains an engagement on the 
part of Russia to limit her naval forces to an 
inconsiderable dimension, In return this 
treaty oftered her the principle 
of the neutralization of that sea. 
In the view of the signatory powers, 
this principle was to remove all possibility of 
conflict with or between the powers border- 
lag on the Black Sea or between them and the 
maritime powers. It was to merease the 
number of territories called by the unan 
imous agreement of Europe to enjoy the ben- 
efits of nentrality, and so to protect Buccia 
herself from all — r 


=~ vi aggression. 

TRE experience of fifteen years has proved 
that this principle, upon which depends the 
tecurlty of the whole extent of the frontiers 
of the Russian empire in this direc- 
tion, rests only on a theory in 
fact, while Russia, disarmed in 
the Black Sea, and even by a declaration re- 
corded in the protocols of the conferences, 
loyally denied to beten the pos- 
sibility of taking efficient measures 
of maritime defense in the adjacent 
seas and ports, Turkey pursued the 
right of keeping up unlimited naval forces in 
the archipelago and the straits, and France 
aud England preserved the power of concen- 
trating their squadrons in the Mediterranean. 
Moreover, by the terms of the treaty, the en- 
trance to the Black Sea is forever pro- 
hibited to the flag of war, whether of 
the Russian power or any other power; but, 
by virtue of the convention called the Strait’s 
Convention, the passage through these straits 
is closed to flags of war only in time of peace, 
It results from this coutradiction that the 
coasts of the Russian Empire remain exposed 
to all aggressions, even on the part of 
less powerful States as Boon as they pass the 
naval forces, to which Russia would be able 
to oppose only a few vessels of small dimen- 
sions. 

The treaty of the 18th-30th of March, 1886, 
moreover, has not escaped the infractions to 
which most of the European compromises 
have deen subject, and in presence 
of which it would de difficult to 
aftirin that written law, founded 
upon the respect for treaties asa base of pub- 
lic law andrule forthe relations between 
States that has preserved the same moral 
sunetion Which it may have had in other 
times. We have seen thé principalities 
of Moldavia and Wallachia, the fate of which 
had been fixed by the treaty of peace and by 
the subsequent protocols under the guaranty 
of the great powers, effect a series 
of revolutions, as contrary to the 
spirit as to the letter of these 
compromises, and which led them first to 
union and then to the sovereignty of a for- 
eign prince. These events occurred with the 
consent of the Portejand the acquiescence of 
the Great Powers, or at least without tkese, 
the latter haviig thought it necessary 
wo make these cecrees respected. The Rep-

It has always 
been held that the right belongs only to the 
governments who have been parties to the 


original instrument. 

I be dispatches of Prince Gortschakoff ap- 
pear to at sume that any one of the powers 
who have signed the engagement may allege 
that occurences have taken place which, in 
its opinion, are at variance with the pro- 
visions of the treaty, and although this view 
is not shared and not admitted by the co-sign- 
atory powers, we may found upon that allega- 
tion, not a request to those governments for 
the consideration of the case, but an an- 
nouncement to them that it has emancipated 
itself, or holds itself emancipated, 
from any stipulations of the treaty: which | 
it thinks fit to disapprove. Yetit is quite 
evident that the effect of such doctrine and of 
any proceeding which, with or without the 
avowal founded upon i, is to bring 
the entire authorty and efficacy of 
treaties under the con- 
trol ct esick ene or e powers 
who have signed them. The result. would 
be the entire destruction of treaties in their 
essence, for, whereas, their whole object is to 
bind powers to one another, and for this pur- 
pose each one of the powers surrenders the 
position of its free agency. By the doctrine 
and proceeding now in question, one of the 
parties, in its separate and individual ca- 
pacity, brings back the entire subject 
into its own control, and remams 
bound only to iteelf. Accordingly 
Privee Gortschakoff has announced in those 
dispatches the intention of Russia to continue 
to observe certain of the provisions of the 
treaty. However satisfactory this may be in 
itself, it is obviously an expression of the 
free will of that power which it might at any 
time alter or withdraw, and it is open to the 
same objectiou asthe other portions of the 
communication, because it unphes the right of 
Russia to annul the treaty on the ground of 
the allegation of which she constitutes her- 
self the only judge. The question, therefore, 
is not whether aby desire expressed by Rus- 
sia ought to be carefully examined in a friend- 
ly spirit by the consignatory powers, but 
whether they are to accept from her the an- 
nounce ment that by her own act, witaeut any 
consent from them, she has released herself 
from a solemn covenant, 

“IT peed scarcely say that her Majesty's 
Gevernment have received this communica- 
tion with deep regret, because it opens a dis- 
cussion which might unsettle the cordial 
understanding whieh it has deen the 
earnest endeavor to maintain with the Bris.

Unfair Democratic Tests. 

The Courrer-JOURNAL’s expression that 
‘the election of the Hon. Jas. B. Becx in 
the Ashland District is at once a triumph 
for the national Democracy and a verdict 
against the Bourbons” is supposed by the 
Frankfort Yeoman to mean that the elec- 
tion alluded to is a rebuke to the Yeoman 
itself and an indorsement of the position 
of this paper.

When we wrote the sentence in ques- 
tion it was not with an idea that it would re- 
move any prop upon which the Yeoman 
was reposing. We were satisfied with its 
support ot Mr. Beck—were satisfied with 
so great a concession to harmony and the 
rights of free thought among Democrats 
and were glad to see that the hostility of 
the Frankfort clique was aimed at the 
CovuRizR-JOURNAL alone, and not at men 
like Mr. Becx, who are just such Demo- 
crats as we would have every voter in the 
United States to be. But we are unwilling 
that a false distinction between Mr. Becx’s 
position and the CouRIER-JOURNAL’s shall 
be palmed off on the public to make it ap- 
pear that the goodly company of office.

Newspapers in the Capital. 
Journalism in Washington has been, 


1 4 and have 
eoned away 
pottles of carte blanche. There was the 
seedy old National Intelligencer, ever and 
anon the personification of the shabby- 
genteel, an abstract of impecumosity, re- 
spectabilty and good-living, all knee- 
breeches and shoe buckles. There was the 
poor old Union, a rather strapping buck, 
with hoots and horns, which had more 
great men on it and fewer good workers 
than any daily in the world, and was 
habitually slow, stupid and panegyrical. 
There was the States, an uncommon bright 
and rosy exhalation of the afternoon, 
with @ turn for pu and à genius for 
luncheon, whereof it died. Of all the by- 
gone experiments, the Evening Star alone 
remains to tell the tale; for the Republican 
and the Chronicle are comparatively new- 
comers and belong to a different order and 
generation. 

As the eye travels back and begins to 
wander through the ancient, dusty, locust- 
shaded streets, it encounters such specters 
as Colonel Szaton, and Coleone) Forney, 
and Major Hzrss, Dr. Bar, and Rocrer 
Prron, and Mr. Gates, and Father 
Riromis, and General ARMSTRONG (most 
of them had titles in those days, and good 
ones too), and lon Krxeman, and Jonx 
Savaen, and Bex Poors, and 
Groner Apams, and AcaTE ALLEN, and 
Due WaLTAcn, and the Lord knows who; 
big-bellied, brilliant and lazy fellows, who 
affected the judicial, carried great gold- 
headed canes, took late suppers with 
Jounny Con and seven course dinners 
with ALBEertT Pixs, and knew every 
kitchen and back entry in the capital, trom 
PRINDLE’s to old Boptsco’s, from the 
White House to Mary HATLL's. As the 
ear reverts to that old time it catches the 
roar of ALEXANDER Dr«rrry’s big 
| voice. and the ripple of Roserr 
HELLER’s piano, and the rustle of 
silks and velvets that cost the lobbies 
a deal ot money. As the mind recalls it, 
recalls the showy vagabondage and the 
fashionable idleness, recalls the great 
actors and little puppets that had 
hour upon the stage, social and poli 
and then were seen no more, recalls the 
mad scene of riot with its noisy revelers, 
the soldiers and soldiers’ wives and daugh- 
ters, the Congressmen and their families, 
the statesmen, diplomatists, adventurers, 
dead beats, gamblers and prostitutes, all 
huddled together as at a watering- 
place, making up an ensemble worthy of 
OFFENBACH himeelf, it wonders that any 
honest or temperate public business 
was dome at all and sees plainly 
enough why it is that no newspaper en- 
terprise has yet achieved more than a petty 
local success at the seat of our Govern- 
ment. 

Washington city is a receptacle rather 
than a point of distribution. It is hardly 
the center of political thought, though it 
is the center of political action, It is the 
most delightful dwelhng place on the con- 
tinent for a man who has position and 
plenty of money; but it is without 
commerce, without the busy spirit 
of enterprise, without populous environs, 
without any of those elements which sup- 
port daily newspapers. Hence the news- 
papers ot Washington have been for the 
most part mere party appendages, living 
on subsidy. To be anything else a Waah- 
ington newspaper must be sufficiently 
valuable to become a sort of stand- 
ard over the country at large and to ap- 
peal to an extensive and widely-spread 
political want. This point the old Intelli- 
gencer approached but did not quite attain, 
and no other paper has ever come within 
long range of it. 

‘Lhe newly-established Democratic jqur- 
nal, The Daily Patriot,” which suggests 
the foregoing remarks, has reached us, 
and we have to say, in the beginning, that 
we hope it-will not share the fate of its 
predecessors. Nor do we expect it te do 
so; because, it has at the head of its busi- 
ness and editorial departments a couple of 
gentlemem who are in every way qualified 
to give it stamina and character. The 
Hon. James E. Harvey, its chiet, is well 
known as a political writer and journalist. 
He has represented the country abroad as 
a foreign Minister, and he has represented 
the press at home as a correspondent and 
editor. He is a bard-worker and an accom- 
plished gentleman; and the first number of 
the paper, which is full of promise, shows 
his band, unmistakably. The Hon. Jas, 
G. BERRTr, the business manager, has 
been Mayor and Postmaster of Washing- 
ton, is, like Mr. Harvey, well known in 
political and social aircles, has made a for- 
tune, and is not likely to mismanage the 
finances. The staff of the paper is said to 
be complete, and, all in all, it makes a 
very imposing debut, having a live as well 
as a fine appearance. In his most vigor- 
ous and manly inaugural, Mr. Harvey 
says:

A New American Novel. 

The appearance of a novel of society, 
sufficiently original, ambitious and sus- 
tained to hold its own in the fiction mar. 
ket, is in every way a notable literary 
event on this side of the Atlantic. Many 
reasons have been given to show why it is 
not possible to produce a readable story of 


current American life; and all of these 


have been,—if the remark is not paradox- 
ical,—either contradicted or supported by 
two very eminent successes, both relating 


and in seemingly, though not actually, 
opposing schools of thought and interest. 
We refer to the half-forgotten Uncie 


VALERIE AyimeR. The two, mken to 
gether or considered separately, show that 
| there is a fresh and extensive field yet un- 


tilled which awatts ay * * 
that they exhaust the field, being. them, 
selves mere accidents which will never be | 
followed up by anything nearly so good. 
Be this as it may, it cannot be denied by. 
any catholic literary taste that each is full 
of native character and color, and that the 
twain represent in a most string manner 
the genius of our times. 

Vater Aram is a famous creole 
beauty of Louisiana, a belle and a flirt. 
She is the daughter of a Confederate Gen- 
eral who comes out of the war rather 
poorer in negroes and considerably richer 
in debts than he was when he went into 
it. The moneyed man of the family is M. 
Vac aur, father-in-law of General Ayt- 
MER, and grandfather to VALERIE, the he- 
roine, The scene opens on the Teche, in 
1865. But it is seon transferred to Balti- 
more, the home of M. Vasquant, who 
conceives the idea of making a match 
between a nephew of his, an artist and 
soldier of fortune, of Hibernio-Francois 
parentage and antecedents. This person, 
Maurice Darcy by name, is represented 
as the perfection of manhood; and, as he 
is as little disposed toward a mercenary 
arrangement as VALERIE Arn, the 
action of the story, which is had chiefly 
under the mansard roof of M. Vasquant’s 
mansion in Baltimore, and is profusely 
interspersed with dinner parties, musicales 
and love making, affords scope for the play 
of some pretty croas - purposes. These are 
worked out with fidelity and power. 
Some of the dialogues between the hero 
and heroine are matchless of their kind. 
The dramatic movement is spirited. The 
plot, which we shall not disclose, is suffi- 
ciently natural and complicated. The 
characters are clear-cut. The writing is 
superior. Up to the tragit denouement of 
the winter season in Baltimore, nothing 
in contemporary fiction is more vigorous 
and intense. The sleigh-ride behind the 
thorough-breds; the debut of Atrx. Rr- 
VIERE at Madame Baron's concert; the 
renconter between Darcy and Hur; 
the picture in the art gallery and the 
passages between VALERIE and RomNeEy; 
and the final crash, are done in a story- 
telling vein that reminds one of READE or 
FEUILLET. 

To this point, which embraces two. 
thirds of the book, there is not the least 
flagging. The scenes in the South of 
France, whither the course of the story 
carries its leading dramatis persone, are 
less graphic and exciting, although touched 
with a most careful, loving and artistic 
pencil. It may be doubtea whether the 
transier to Provence, though seductive, 
was wise; but there is no doubt that the 
removal of Darcy from the board for so 
long a time, and at such a critical period in 
the interest of the reader, was unwise. 
The writer might have taken him 
to Paris, instead of ing him 
into the shades of Mexico, and keeping 
him there, until the last chapter; and had 
she done so, weaving with her American 
story a pretty foreign underplot, she could 
easily have held her pitch tothe last As 
it is the attention drops a little. The 
writing is in some respects neater; the 
tone is sustained; but we miss the fore- 
figure and are drawn off to persons who 
do not engage us seriously. The episode of 
Gaston Darcy is cleverly handled; Gas- 
Ton himself, however, is only a sketch, 
and the finale is too hurried to bring us 
tairly within range of the influence design- 
ed. This hurry and change and division 
dislocate the mind, and whilst there can 
not be said tobe a lack of artistic unity, 
there is a lack of something which makes 
the greater part of the story so singularly 
attractive. 

Asan entertaining novel, skilltully man- 
aged, the result of extraordinary sponta- 
neity ot culture and imagination and an 
unusually clear and bold conception of 
life and character, VALERIZ AYLMER can 
bardly be over-praised. The complaint of 
Appletons’ Journal, which concedes its 
excellence, that it is too Southern in its 
spirit, seems to us to be borne out in two 
or three trivial points, which might be 
erased without affecting that thoroughly 
sincere and well-bred delineation of South- 
ern character and society that underlies 
the whole of itand without whose pres- 
ence the novel would be but a bald narra- 
tive. Another remark of the same critic, 
that the dialogue is too freely sprinkled 
with French, is unfounded, we think, and 
may be answered by the reminder that 
with the people treated and in the society 
described the French language is an every- 
day, household matter, entirely unaffected 
and common-place. 

The absence of two elements alone cut 
the novel short of the very highest mark 
as a work of genius. It is brilliant, glow- 
ing, vigorous; the rationale is quite as 
comprehensive as TROLLOPE’s; the dia- 
logue as fresh and racy as that of the 
Baroness JAUTPHOEUS; the action as rapid 
as CHARLES REA DE's; the local color as 
deftly laid on as if it had fallen from the 
brush of GkorcE SAND or Frerrac. But, 
like the novels of WILKIE COLLINS and 
SPrIELHAGEN, it wants humor, and, to a 
certain extent, that earnest purpose, 
subtle and profound, pervading and 
elevating it, lifting it out of the sphere of 
fiction and into the sphere of poetry of 
the first order. It might have been made 
as great a sermon against flirting, as the 

NEWCOMES is against marriages ef con- 
venience; and it should have been relieved 
by a bit of comedy here and there. The 
writer seems to have set out with her head 
full ot a most captivating story, to which 
she devoted her whole heart, and in doing 
so she left untouched those collateral 
points out of which THACKERAY 
and Dickens and GEorRGE ELIOT 
make so much. In this regard the 
promise is better than the performance, 
which, however, we do not mean to be 
taken as censure but as very high praise 
indeed, for the performance is admirable 
and delightful, 

So we place CHRISTIAN Rep,” who- 
ever “CHRISTIAN REID” may be, woman 
or man, af the head of the list of contem- 
porary writers of American fiction; she, or 
be, has done what we did not believe was 
in the cards; he, or she, is capable of still 
better things, for which we shall wait 
patiently, being thanktul for what we have 
and commending it heartily to the public.

It was too late to avoid the battle waich 
they ottcred, and winch we were now obliged 
to secept,in the disadvan ous position 
where we bad been driven.

The Seventh Corps, which fc guard 
on the march toward Metz, was now at the 
head, across the t at 
ezieres to west of 
ground from Floing to 
First Corps extended from the Petite Mon- 
celle to Glvonnes and D Avigny. The 
Fifth Corps was posted 2 in the 
town and partiaily on the heights which 
command, on the southeast, the gully of Gi- 
vobnes. The twelfth corps occupied La Mon- 
celle, La Petite Moncelle and La Platiniere 
Bezeilles. The army was thus formed in a 
semi-circle around the town, the two wings 
leaning on the Meuse. ever was an army 
placed in such an unfavorable situation as our 
troops held, being surrounded on all sides, 
without avy line of retreat; and if they 
hed the misforture to attempt to take 
refuge in the city they could only pre- 
cipiate themselves into an inextricable 
defile through narrow gates and streets ea- 
cumbered with wagons and baggage. Such 
was, nevertheless, the consequence of a plan 
of og ap imposed from Paris, and coutra- 
ry to the elementary principles of the art of 
war. On the morning of the 3lst the corps of 
General LeBrun had already been eu- 
gaged and had ustained struggles with equal 
energy and courage, but the army of the ene- 
my, relying upon the su ority of numbers 
had divided tts forces into to princi 
masses, which were to attack separately, one 
by the right and the other by the left. His 
object was to turn the two wings of our ar- 
my, aud, by reunit 8 upon the hights 
behind Sedan, to en surround it. A re- 
serve corps, composed of infantry and a large 
body of cavalry, drawn up in the plain near 
Douchery, was to placed as to prevent avy 
commuuileation with Mezieres, and the oppo- 
site batteries upon the left bank of the Mense 
were bristlicg with numerous artillery, which 
flanked the fire of the right bank. 

Under these circumstances, it a ed to 
us that only one resource remained by which 
toe army could be saved, and that was to take 
up a line of retreat upon Belgium; but to es- 
cupe from an investment, and to effect a safe 
retreat, it was necessary to occupy in force 
the heights of Illy and Givenne, to abandon 
the town of Sedan to its own resources, to 
face about and to retire by the roads leading 
into Beigium. By crowing with a numerous 
artiliery the heights which have been men- 
tioned, it was h the enemy would have 
been held in check and the retreat efficacious- 
ly covered. Unfortunately, however,‘the two 

nerais o succeeded McMahon after he 
was wounded, in the command of the army, 
each pro a different plan, and, asa cou- 
sequence, the plateau of [liy, which was the 
— ee position, was but feebly oc- 
cupied. 

he battle of Sedan was begun before 5 
o’cloek on the morning of Septemberd. Th 
attack commenced toward the a the Ba- 
zeilles extending to Moncelle and Givonne, 
and to the west upon the hights of Floing. 
At 5 o’clock Marshal McMahon proceeded to 
the advanced posts near Bazeilles, and sent 
to inform the Emperor, who mounted his 
horse auc hastened to the field of battle On 
his way be met the Marshal, who was being 
carried back to Sedan, wounded by the splin- 
tersofashbeil. He had resigned command 
to Gen. Ducrot, who was fully informed of 
his plans.

‘During the interview the French General 
tried to obtain more favorable terms, but Gen. 
Moltke replied:

‘completely surround you, Our artillery is 
everywhere in position. and can — * 
place in two hours. Your troops can on y o 
out by the gates, and cannot possibly form 
before them. You have provisions for only 
one day, and ecarcely any more ammunition. 
In euch a situation, the prolongation of your 
defense would be only a useless massacre, the 
responsibility of which must rest upon those 
who will not prevent it.’ 

„On bis return to Sedan, Gen. Wimpffen 
assembled a council of war, composed of 
about thirty-two general officers, and, with 
but two dissenting voices, it was decided that 
any fresh strnggle would but entail the use- 
less loss Of thousands of men, and the capitu- 
lation wae signed.

INTERVIEW BETWEEN THE EMPEROR AND 
KING, 

„M. de Bismarck had sent word to the 
Em the previous evening that the King 
of Prussia offered him an interview on the 
morrow. Copnrequently the Emperor left Se- 
dan on the morning of the 2d, and sent 40 in- 
form Count Bismarck of his arrival, and wait- 
ing for bim in a small house on the road to 


ouchery. 

“Bismarck did not long delay meeting him. 
Iu the conversation that ensued the Emperor 
hastened to declare that as he had given full 
powers to the regency, with it alone could ne- 
gotiatiors for the peace be conducted. That 
he merely delivered his own person into the 
hands of the King — nothiug for 
bimself but appealing to his geverosit 
for the army and for France. He adde 
that the war having been unfortunate he 
would not altogether throw off the responsi- 
bility which lay upon him, but that, never- 
theless, he was bound to state that be had 
only obeyed a violently excited national feel- 
ing. The papers have made d erime of these 
words of the Emperor, Lowever. But iu bis 

roclamation to tha army on the eve of his 

eparture from. paris, and in his answer to the 
Fresidezi Of the Corps Lagislatut, he had ex- 
pressed the came thought when he said: ‘We 
ua ve done all in our power to avoid war, aod 
i can say that it is the entire nation which has 
in its hacods tbe irresistible can that 
e prom our resolutton.“ This 
stutement 24 1: dispensable, since every day 
the Emperor is still accused of havi ng drawa 
the sword in a dynasty interest. e two 
sovereigns met in the chateau of Bellevue, in 
tLe outskirts of Sedan.

“Such ia the recital of the mflitary opera- 
tions which terminated so aohappily id the 
surrender of the army of Sedan. So tremen- 
~dous a disaster should not only wrlug from 
us our tears, but it should al-o be pregnant

RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


A Broken Rail on the Louisville and 
Nashville Railway Throws the 


Express, Baggage, and 
Sleeping Cars trom 
the Track. 


NOBODY MURT. 


An acchient occurred om the Loulsville and 
Nathville Railroad on Tuesday night. dy which 
the trau due here at 10:20 p. m. as well as an 
early morning tram were detained a number of 
hours. A street rumor had it that a passenger 
trata dad broken through thé Bacon-creek 
bridge, and that a number of persons were 
killed, but this proves to be entirely untrue. 4 
close inquiry into the cause of the accident de- 
velops the following facts: 

The Nashville express, due here at 10:20 p. m. 
Tuesdag, bad left Munfordville at 5 o’cleck, and 
was proceeding along, about three miles this 
side of that place, at a point called the Dividing 
Ridge, ‘at the slow rate of eighteen miles an 
hour, when it struck @ broken rail. The engine 
and tender passed safely over, but the express 
and baggage cars jumped the track and were 
Aragged fully 1.000 feet, but were uninjured. 
The,twe coaches in the rear of the baggage car 
remained on the track, but the sleeping coach— | 
One of Payne’s patent—was thrown off, and, when 
the whote tram had been brought to a stand- 
still, it was almost turned over. No one was in 
this car. except the conductor, else we might 
have to recerd some loss of life. As it was, no 
one on the whole train was insured. 

The engine by which the train was drawn was 
nota reguier passenger-cugine, and the time 
made by it was much slower than the regular 
rate made by passenger trains. The tnjure? 
eoaches were left behind, and the remainder of 
the train arrived at the depot in company with 
the morning express at about II o’clock yester- 
day worning. The track was not much ipjared, 
and the damage dene was repaired at once, so 
that trains were running regularly sesterday.

There isa want of dramatic art shown tn the 
cecnclusion of the opera, which presents no cl!- 
max, and hence is tame and wezk. The music is 
on the whole decidedly better than the story 
which it illustrates. Neither, however, is suf- 
fick otly good to give the opera anything but the 
success Of curiosity, which any pretentious 
American musical work may command.” The 
company, moreover, seem to have taken no in- 
tercst ip its spliited rendition, as the New York 
press of the week is almost a unit ip its unfavor- 
able criticisms of the singing.
